FLARE- UP ON FLOOR

Charges by Eldridge and Sell- 
ers Mentioned as Calling for 
Sweeping Investigation. 


Sweeping investigation of charges 
and criticisms directed at various 
District officials recently will be 
proposed in the House. today ~<by 
Representative Hammer, of North 
Carolina, he made known yesterday. 

The inquiry would ¢mbrace Com- 
missioner Fenning’s practice of act- 
ing as guardian for mental patients, 
and his other interests; charges di- 
rected against the woman’s bureau 
by Judge Kathryn Sellers, of the 
juvenile court, and reported fric- 
tion in the District building, espe- 
cially as regards to traffic enforce- 
ment. 

Mr. Hammer’s resolution would 
direct the House District committee, 
or its appropriate subcommittee, to 
thresh out all of the charges in 
order that ‘‘Congress may take 
action, if necessary, to keep the gov- 
ernment of the nation’s Capital at 
its high standard, and in order that 
if no irregularities exist reports 
detrimental to the city will cease to 
crop up.”’ 

Many Things Now “In the Air.”’ 


There are many things touching 
the local government now “in the 
air,” said Mr. Hammer, and in 
justice to all parties concerned they 
should be extensively developed be- 
fore Congress adjourns. 

It may be all right for the munici- 
palities to engage in their ward 
politics and consequent personal 
recriminations if they so desire, in 
the opinion of Mr. Hammer, but the 
Capital’s government must be kept 
clean of them. 

Judge Sellers’ charges against 
the woman’s bureau and Mr, Fen- 
ning’s acting as guardian for men- 
tal patients dovetail in many re- 
spects, he pointed out.

Chicago, March 21.—Home ac- 
cidents killed 60 persons every 
day in the month of February, 
estimates C. E. Robb, statistician 
of the National Safety council. 
However, this number is less 
than that of February, 1925, 
when the daily toll was 71 per- 
sons killed in their own homes. 

Automobiles killed only 35 
persons per day during Febru- 
ary, the lowest record in four- 
teen months, according to Mr. 
Robb, who points out that in 
February, 1925, the number of 
auto fatalities was 50 persons 
per day. 

That the number of deaths 
due to motor vehicles is decreas-

President Coolidge returned to 
Washington yesterday to find 
America’s relationship with Euro- 
pean diplomacy apparently in the 
most confused state since’ the 
world war. But those who are di- 
recting America’s foreign policy, 
and diplomats who are closely 
watching its developments regard 
this apparent confusion as tempor- 
ary and incidental to the really im- 
portant questions of policy which 
are regarded as showing consistent 
progress toward practical results. 

In short, the froth in the diplo- 
matic relationship between America 
and Europe is badly mixed up and 
spattered about, but the substance 
is regarded as solid and sound. 

By substance the diplomats 
mean matters which really affect 
American citizens and the citizens 
of foreign countries. Foreign debt 
adjustments, for example, have 
made more progress than was 
dreamed possible a few months 
ago. Nearly every citizen of the 
United States is affected to some 
extent by the success of this pro- 
gram. 

Matters of controversy between 
the United States and European 
countries have been adjusted and 
practically no new serious contro- 
versies have arisen. 


No Cause for Concern, 


Thus, diplomats say, when the 
froth is blown aside and the basic 
relationship of America with 
Europe is examined there is no rea- 
son for concern over the future. 
But the froth, or so-called effer- 
vescent matters of diplomacy, has 
blown about without regard to the 
hopes of the sentimentalists by 
latest developments at. Geneva. 
World peace bubbles have again 
been pricked and, as one diplomat 
expresses it, the gas has been al- 
lowed to escape from the toy bal- 
loon which the League of Nations 
set up for advertising purposes and 
labeled ‘‘world disarmament.” 

The date for the preliminary 
meeting at Geneva of the proposed 
disarmament conference has been 
set for May 17. It may be postponed 
again before that date is reached. 
and it will be unable to accomplish 
anything prior to September, ac- 
cording to statements which have 
emanated from the league itself. 
Regardless of this, President Cool- 
iage and Secretary Kellogg are go- 
ing ahead arranging for American 
representation.

Robert C. Shaw, 36 years old, 
former cashier of the American Sav- 
ings & Commercial Bank, Seventh 
and G streets northwest, was az- 
rested by agents of the Department 
of Justice at Daytona Beach, Fla., 
Saturday night for alleged bank 
defalcations in connection with his 
position here in February, 1924, ae- 
cording to word received by police 
yesterday.

SCIENTIST TO SHOOT 
PORPOISES IN SOUTH 


An hha to shoot porpoises 
‘n the shallow off-shore waters of 
Gulf of Mexico will be made 
a scientific expedition directed 
by Dr. Gerrit S. Miller, jr., mam- 
malogist of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tion. The shallowness of the water 
will prevent the porpoises escaping 
after they have been shot, it is be- 
lieved., Porpoises from this region 
are needed to fill out the collection 


in the United States Nationa! 
museum, for it is belieyed that they 
bave certain distinctive character- 
istics. 

Porpoises were formerly a com- 
mon food in France and England, 
but now the porpoise is seldom 
eaten, being valuable only for the 
oil obtained from its blubber. 

Dr. Miller will also search for 
botanical specimens. He has been 
connected with the Smithsonian 
and National museums for nearly 
30 years. In 1894 he introduced 
to the British museum the new 
technique in the study of mam- 
malogy which had been evolved by 
Dr. C. Hart Merriam, at that time 
head of the U. S. Biological Sur- 
vey. This technique has since 
revolutionized the science of mam-

League Says Prohibition Vo- 
ters Show Lack of In- 
terest in Polls. 


CLAIMS VICTORY OVER 
WETS AT ELECTION TIME 


‘Latter Forces to Ask for An- 


swers to Several Salient 
Questions. 


Taking cognizance of the news- 
paper polls on prohibition, the Anti- 
saloon league, through the board of 
temperance, prohibition and public 
morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, issued a statement last 
night challenging the deductions 
being drawn from these straw 
votes. 

The polls show overwhelming 
sentiment in every State of the 
Union in favor of modification of 
the Volstead act. But the drys in 
their statement claim there is the 
same lack of interest in the polls 
shown by the dry voters now as 
was the case in 1922. 

‘In 1922," the statement says, 
“the Literary Digest undertook a 
straw vote on prohibition which 
covered the nation. In this poll, 
Ohfo was shown to be 26,511 
against prohibition to 20,285 for it. 
Two months later the State voted 
against wine and be@ by a major- 
ity or 28,472. ’ 

‘In California the straw vote 
showed 28,897 against prohibition 
to 16,565 for it. Two months later 
California voted for prohibition by 
34,000.” 


Drys Won, Despite Vote. 


Thus, the Antisaloon league, it is 
pointed out, maintains that a straw 


prohibition was not sufficient to 
prevent the election from favoring 
the prohibitionists in Ohio, and that 
a straw vote of more than 1% to 
1 against prohibition in California 
still enabled the drys to win by the 
narrow margin of 34,000. 

These deductions by the Anti- 
saloon league have, however, at-

“If the straw vote ratio in Ohio 
was 5 to 4 against prohibition in 
1922 and is 32 to 4 against pro- 
hibition in 1926, does that mean an 
increase or a decrease in public 
sentiment in favor of modification. 

“If a straw vote of more than 
1% to 1 in 1922 in California per- 
mitted the drys to win the elec- 
tion by the very narrow margin of 
84,000 votes, what does the 1926 
straw vote, with its ratio of nearly 
6 to 1 against prohibition, indicate 
now? 

“The California poll shows 23,- 
433 for prohibition and 123,934 


against prohibition, according to

GENEVA WELCOMES VIEW 
OF TATE DEPARTMENT 


Officials Reiterate Court Con- 
ference Is No Part of 
League Activity. 


SECRECY STIRS CRITICS 


Geneva, Switzerland, March 21 
(By <A. P.).—Satisfaction was 
voiced in League of Nations circles 
today over despatches from Wash- 
ington that the State Department 
seems convinced the league does 
not wish to inject itself into the 


world court prublem, but merely 
to point out a possible channel of 
settlement by the members of the 
court acting in concert. A frank 
discussion of the American reserva- 
tions it is believed, may lead to 
some agreement by the signatories 
without involving the question of 
modifying the United States Sen- 
ate’s reservation. 

Officials reiterated today that 
the league organism ceases to act 
once the conference’ invitations 
have been sent out. 

It was remarked that if the idea 
of reaching a common agreement 
before hand had been followed by 
the council of the league with re- 
gard to Germany’s application for 
membership the recent crisis might 
have been avoided. 

In the meantime, the friends oi 
the league are confident the league 
has gained new strength. The 
steady increase in the secret «es- 
sions of the council is being con- 
demned as largely responsible for 
recent crisis, since they have fos- 
tered the idea of secret covenants 
as against the fundamental league 
principle of open commitments 
openly arrived at. 

Indications are that efforts will 


| be made by some to prevent public 


sessions of the fourthcoming meet- 
ings of the disarmament commis- 
sion which United States delegates 
will attend. The sentiment here 
however, appears overwhelmingly 
in favor of complete publicity, and 
it is even remarked that President 
Coolidge can render a_ service to 
the cause of disarmament by in- 
structing the American delegation 
to insist on publicity.

Prohibition, Aviation, Farm 
Relief and Foreign Debts 
Few of Subjects. 


SENATE WILL START 
INQUIRY TOMORROW 


Last of Annual Supply Bills 
Will Be Considered 
by the House. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Prohibition, aviation, farm relief, 
foreign debts and election contests 
are a few of the subjects which will 
engage the attention of Congress 

and its committees this week. 
Others include appropriation 
bills, railroad and banking legisla- 


tion, articles of impeachment 
against Federal District Judge Eng- 
lish and the Senate investigation of 
the tariff commission. 

The most crowded calendar is 
that before the Senate, which also 
is to take up tomorrow the question 
of confirming the recess appoint- 
ment which President Coolidge gave 
to Thomas F. Woodlock, of New 
York, as a member of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission after the 
Senate failed twice last year to act 
upon a formal nomination. 

The question of hearings on bills 
for modification of the prohibition 
laws is expected to be decided to- 
day by the Senate judiciary commit- 
tee. A program for such hearings 
has been laid down by a subcom- 
mittee, subject to approval of the 
entire committee. It calls for six 
days each for the wets and drys, be- 
ginning around April 1. 


Foreign Debts Scheduled. 


In the Senate itself the indepen- 
dent offices appropriation bill is 
the first order of business today, 
with the Woodlock nomination to 
follow tomorrow and the. final vote 
on the Gooding long and short haul 
bill set down for Wednesday at 3 
p. m. After that will come the 
foreign debts settlement bills, with 
the measure for the approval of 
the Italian settlement first on the 
list. 

The House today will sit in its 
capacity as the Common Council of 
the National Capital and then will 
give over tomorrow and Wednes- 
day to consideration of the McFad- 
den bill to permit States to tax the 
incomes of national banks. A simi- 
lar measure already has been pass- 
ed by the Senate. 

Thursday the House will take up 
the last of the ten annual supply 
bills, that for the legislative depart- 
ment of the government, with a 
view to its approval before the end 
of the week. 

The House judiciary committee 
will meet tomorrow to consider the 
articles of impeachment against 
Judge English under a plan calling 
for House action during the week. 
If the articles are adopted, the fact 
will be reported immediately to the 
Senate, which must sit as the court 
of impeachment. 

Farm relief legislation again will 
occupy the attention of the House 
and Senate agriculture committees 
and the House military committee 
will continue its task of drafting 
an aviation program. 


Investigation to Start. 


The Senate tariff commission in- 
vestigation, aimed directly to the 
question of whether President 
Coolidge has sought to influence 
the acts of that body, will be put 
Prot. F. W. 
Taussig, of Harvard, the first chair- 
man of the commission, will be the 
first witness. 

The Steck - Brookhart election 
contest is to come before the Senate 
elections committee Monday, with 
action expected on the unanimous 
adverse report of the subcommittee 
against Senator Brookhart. 

The Johnson-Schall and Bursum- 
Bratton elections contests also are 
slated for consideration during the 
week. 

The joint congressional commit- 
tee charged with receiving bids for

- Further Disturbance.

tive to Geneva on September 1, and 
discuss changes with the signatory 
states, are matters which have fur- 
ther disturbed the froth of Amer- 
ica’s relationship with Europe. 

Meanwhile, the question of ulti- 
mate American membership in the 
court is as uncertain and as much 
up in the air’ as it was before the 
Senate took the question up. If de- 
velopments follow forecasts of dip- 
lomats, a protocol with new reser- 
vations, agreed to by the United 
States and the league powers at the 
Geneva conference in September, 
will be back for senatorial action 
next year.

The Federal-American Bank today takes over its magnificent 


new home at Fourteenth and G streets. 


During the last week 


the building has been open to the public for inspection, and 
approximately 20,000 persons were received in the new quar- 


ters. 


The list of visitors included many high Federal and Dis- 


trict officials, the leading bankers, business and professional 
men of the city, besides a large number of out-of-town guests 
who were attracted to the bank because of its unusual beauty 


and banking facilities. 


In many respects the opening of the new Federal-American 
Bank marks a red-letter day in banking history. Artistic 
throughout in design and arrangement, the building embodies 


several features hitherto untried in banks in America. 


The 


Federal-American Bank is destined to go down in the annals 
of banking as the first institution to eliminate the cages and 
grilles associated for centuries with the paying and receiving of 


moneys and securities. 


It will be long remembered, also, as a 


banking house that has successfully combined beauty and art 
with practicability, utility and efficiency. 


Shackles Thrown Off. 


Although one of the younger 
large banks in the District, the 
Federal-American in the last few 
years has merited attention not 
only locally but also throughout 


the country as a progressive insti- 
tution daring to throw off the 
shackles of custom and usage in 
the interest of improved methods 
and greater service. 

The beginnings of the present in- 
stitution date back some 23 years, 
when Robert N. Harper, now prom- 
inent in local banking, organized 
the American National Bank with 
capital of $250,000. The banking 
room was at 610 Fourteenth street 
I. B. Linton, who was one of the 
original organizers and directors, is 
still a member of the board of the 
present institution. 

A year or so later, the American 
Bank negotiated for and purchased 
what was known as the Sun build- 
ing at 1315 F street. This building 
had been erected by the Abell es- 
tate as a monument to the Balti- 
more Sun, and the. ground floor 
housed the Washington bureau of 
that publication in addition to the 
firm of Lewis Johnson & Co., bank- 
ers. After the Baltimore fire, the 
estate found it advisable to sell the 
building, and the American Bank, 
ufter purchase, remodeled it to suit 
iis purposes. When the institution 
took over the building, the capital 
stock was increased to $600,000, 
at which time, also, W. T. Galliher 
became associated with it as a di- 
rector. 

In 1910 Mr. Gaiiiher succeeded 
R. H. Lynn as president of the 
hank, Col. Harper having severed 


connection with the institution the 


preceding year. The growth of the 
bank has been so rapid that within 
five years after its organization 
the capital stock was raised to 
$600,000. 


The American Bank had been in 
operation fully a decade when John 
Poole, cashier of the Commercial 
National Bank, withdrew from that 
institution and organized the Fed- 
eral National Bank. Prominently 
associated with him in this enter- 
prise were the late Joseph J. Darl- 
ington and the late Clarence D. 
Rheem, founder of the firm of 
Swartzell, Rheem & Hensey. Al- 
though a young man at the time, 
Mr. Poole had the confidence of 
many of the District’s leading busi- 
ness and professional men and the 
original board of the Federal Bank 
is a tribute to him and his banking 
acumen. 

In contrast to the present home 
of the Federal-American Bank, 
early directors of the Federal re- 
call that when the bank opened for 
business in the old red brick build- 
ing which stood on the site of the 
present structure, the banking 
room was fitted out with an array 
of second-hand desks, cages and 
chairs. The board held its meet- 
ings originally in a cellar room in 
the building. Later when the bank 
acquired the adjoining property to 
the rear, the board room was moved 
to the second floor of the latter 
building. Here, too, the directors 
were forced to transact their busi- 
ness under handicaps. The stair- 
way leading to the board room was 
so narrow that some of the portly 
members of the directorate were

Starts With $250,000. 


At that time Washington appar- 
ently was ripe for a new bank, for 
the original issue of $250,000 capi- 
tal stock was oversubscribed in a 
day. Mr. Poole was selected as the 
president of the new bank, although 


only 37 years old at the time, and 
he has continued in that position 
ever since. 

The bank made steady progress 
during its early years and with its 
growth in business came an in- 
crease in capital stock to $500,000. 
When, in 1922, the desirability of 
effecting a merger of the Federal 
National and the American National 
was presented to the respective 
board of these institutions, the di- 
rectors saw in this move the forma- 
tion of a large banking house capa- 
ble of serving the needs of a grow- 
ing community. 

Consequently on November l, 
1922, the two banks consolidated 
with a combined capital of $1,200,- 
000, and taking as their temporary 
home the quarters of the American 


National Bank. At that time the 


vision of a monumental bank at 
Fourteenth and G streets was born, ) 
and shortly after the consolidation | 
plans were drawn for the present 
building. 

In the three and one-half years 
Since the merger, the bank has had 
a healthy growth, advancing from 
the $9,000,000 {n deposits at the 
time of consolidation at the rate of 
approximately $1,000,000 a year. 


Pioneer in Practice. 


Striking in its architectural | 
beauty and unique in its equip-| 
ment, the new Federal-American | 
bank stands out among the bank- | 
ing houses of America. Yet this 
institution always has been a | 
pioneer in banking practice. The | 
Federal was the first bank in | 
Washington to establish paying and 
receiving at the same window; it 
inaugurated the monthly statement 
system and was one of the first 
banks to develop a scientific analy- 
sis of accounts. 

Much of the credit for the 
growth of the institution is due the 
officers and directors who have had 


the vision, the ingenuity and the 


willingness to work to give Wash- 
ington a banking house that would 
reflect favorably upon the National 
Capital. 


Mr. Poole, president, has won a 
place among the country’s leading 
bankers. The new banking house, 
in large measure, is a monument 
to him. Many of the innovations 
in this building are the result of 
his fertile brain. Born at Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., in 1875, he came to 
the National Capital early in life 
and received his early education in 
the District grade and high schools. 
He began his career as a public ac- 
countant, and entered the banking 
business in 1900 with the Washing- 
ton Loan & Trust Co. 


Liberty Loan Chairman. 


He has held many positions of 
honor and trust including the 
chairmanship of the five Liberty 
Loan drives in the District of Co- 
lumbia, he is a former vice presi- 
dent of the American Bankers as- 
sociation, a past president of tho 
District of Columbia Bankers asso- 
ciation and the Washington chap-

ter of the American Institute of 
Banking. He is a past president of 
the International association of 
Rotary clubs and past president of 
the Washington Rotary club. He 


is a Thirty-second Degree Mason, a 
past master of Temple Noyes 
lodge and a director in the Acacta 
Mutual Life association. He has 
been and is still active in many 
social and business clubs and or- 
ganizations in the city. 

In carrying out his plans for the 
new Federal-American bank, Mr. 
Poole has had the constant support 
of W. T. Galliher, chairman of the 
board, and of the 39 members com- 
prising the directorate. Mr. Galli- 
her is one of Washington’s leading 
citizens. He was chairman of the 
inaugural committee for President 
Coolidge, a member of the District 
of Columbia School board, a past 
president of the District of Colum- 
bia Bankers association, a director 
of the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. and the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., and for the last 40 years 
prominently identified with the 
business life of Washington. 

The official staff of the new bank 


also includes Willlam John Eynon, 
Wilmer J. Waller, Charles B. Lyd- 
dane, vice presidents: Charles D. 
Boyer, cashier; William M. Seay, 
H. H. Shackleford and Joseph D.

Mr. Waller has been with the 
bank 20 years, having started as a 
runner with the American National 
in 1906. He advanced rapidly, and 
in 1920 was made cashier, and, at 
the time of consolidation, two years 
later, was promoted to the vice 
presidency. 

Mr. Lyddane was assistant cash- 
ier of the Federal National prior 
to the consolidation and later was 
made cashier, and at the time of 
consolidation he was cashier of the 
Federal. Since the merger he has 
been vice president. 

Mr. Boyer advanced in the old 
Federal bank from general book- 
keeper to assistant cashier. The 


assistant cashiers, Messrs. Yerkes, 
Seay and Shackleford, were with 
the Federal bank many years prior 
to the consolidation. 

Formerly Was Lawyer. 

The trust department {s in the 
charge of Mr. Gordon, who formerly 
held a similar position with the 
Continental Trust Co. For many 
years before becoming associated 
with the latter institution, he prac- 
tised law in the District. During 
the recent war he was a major in 
the infantry. 

Mr. Johnson, who is in charge of 
new business, was general agent 
for 20 years of the United States, 
Wells Fargo and American Railway 
Express.

Postponement of Capital Pun- 
ishment Vote Foreseen 
in the House. 


OPPOSITION IS INTANGIBLE 

The extension of Fourteenth 
street through Walter Reed hospital 
Erounds is' slated for another 
thrashing out fn the House today, 
with indications that it will post- 
pone a vote on the bill to abolish 
capital punishment here. 

A modified bill has been reported 
by the House District committee re- 
Stricting the use of the extended 
Street. Heavy vehicular traffic and 
street cars would be barred from the 
street. Even in this form a deter- 
mined fight is to be made against 
the bill and local interests are un- 
able to get enthusiastic about it 
at all. 

The board of trade and interests 
most directly affected by the de- 
velopment of the Northwest section 
contend that the modified bill would 
continue to retard the development 
of the section. Chairman Zihlman 
of the House District committee 
consented to the modified bill only 
after he had given up any hope of 
having the original Dill passed. 
The War Department has agreed 
to the modified measure and it is 
hard to locate the opposition which 
has developed to it, but neverthe- 
less the modification has not served 


to appease the opposition in the 
House.

IN REPORTS, IS CLAIM

Justice Department Says That 
Many Fail to Comply With 
the Regulations. 


Many notarfes public in Wash- 
ington have failed to comply with 
the regulations of the Department 
of Justice regarding the making of 
reports, according to the Depart- 
“ment of Justice. Such a failure is 
held to be good cause for disap- 
proving applications for reappoint- 
ment of such notaries, it was 
stated. 

It was said at the department 
that in a circular dated December 
1, 1925, it was stated that ‘‘the At- 
torney General has reached the 
conclusion that the number of no- 
taries public in this district is at 
least large enough and that he can 
not consistently recommend fur- 
ther appointments except in cases 
where actual public need is shown.”’ 

The statement continued: “When 
a notary has been appointed espe- 
cially to meet the needs of some 
particular locality or situation, the 
commission will be subject to ter- 
mination, in the discretion of the 
department, upon: change in loca- 
tion or business connection. 

‘“‘A notary public, not in govern- 
ment service, applying for reap- 
pointment, must submit a summary 
of his business for the _ three 
months next precedng the date of 
application for reappointment. This 
summary is to be based on actual 
records, not estimates; hence it ig 
essential that a record be kept dur- 
ing the period.’’

Advice regarding three memori- 
als will be given by the Fine Arts 
commission at its meeting Thurs- 
day.

Y. M. C. A. Leader Calls New 
Generation the Finest 
in All History. 


PERIL OF UNCERTAINTY 
IN DECISIONS PICTURED 


Address Made at City-Wide 
Conference of Older Boys, 
Lasting Two Days. 


“If any one tells you that the 
former generation was better than 
the present one, send them to me 
and I will tell them otherwise.” 

This was the decision of William 
Knowles Cooper, general secretary 
of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, as to whether modern boys 
and girls have degenerated from the 
moral position of their parents, 
made yesterday in an address be- 
fore the first annual city-wide older 
boys’ conference in the Columbia 
Heights Christian church, 1437 
Park road northwest. 

Mr. Cooper continued: 

“The modern generation of young 
people I am convinced, is the finest 
that has yet lived. In refutation of 
the argument that they are worse 
than their parents, I am able-to 
draw experience and observations 
from my association with boys for 
a long period of time. 


Knew Those He Grew Up With. 

“I knew those I grew up with 
very well. And I can say that they 
had all the faults that now prevail 
among youth, and, in addition, a 
few of their own. 


“IT do not maan to extenuate with 
a clean sweep the faults of modern 
youth. They do many things that 
I do not like. I do not approve of 
the way they dress. But with all 
that, I belleve they are something 
of an improvement over those of the 
past.”’ 

Mr. Cooper urged the boys to 
make decisions with firmness. He 
pointed out all the evils that lurk 
in suspended judgment, and declar- 
ed: 


“It is better to make decisions 
and make blunders than to waft 
continually in uncertainty. The 
blunders may be corrected, or you 
may profit afterward by seeing their 
error. But the first principle is to 
decide. 

“The next principle is to adhere 
to your decisions. And as a means 
of doing that there is no better rule 
than prayer. There is no better 
source of power than humility of 
meditation and yearning of mind.”’
